CUNO OUTLINES GERMAN POLICY. -

BERLIN, Jan. 11.—Chancellor Cuno in a statement be- 


fore the foreign affairs committee in the Reichstag an- 
nounced that Germany's reparations obligations would 
cease to be discharged in further direct dealings with the 
treaty breaking powers. The -chancellor declared Germany 
could not resist actively but on the other hand would not bow 
her head voluntarily. The government would leave the Ger- 
man officials at the posts in the occupied area out of con- 
sideration for the welfare of the population and to conduct 
government business.

The foreign office, therefore, lacking any official infor- 


mation, regards the German envoy as absent on leave and 
considers the diplomatic situation between the two countries 
unaffected. 


RIOTING SEEN IN ESSEN 


(By the- Associated Tress.) 
ESSEN, Jan. 11.—A sample of the Apolitical electric- 


ity surcharging the atmosphere here is found ni last nght's 
disturbance when 5,000 Essen citizens stormed the doors of 
the Kaiserhof, the city's leading hotel demanding the ex- 
pulsion of the French commission believed to be lodging 
there. 


The management's assurances that no Frenchman was 


in the house were unsatisfactory in view of the fact that a 
flower pot accidentally fell from an upstairs window among 
the demonstrators. 


Scores of persons swarmed into the building but Dr. 


Hans Luther, minister of food in the Cuno cabinet arrived 
and prevented serious consequences. Dr. Luther, when the 
disturbance began had begun to read MI address to corre- 
spondents in which he made a plea for moral support for 
Germany in the issue raised by France. 


The* occupation of the Ruhr, he said, would be a -violation 


cf the rights "of humanity as well as the Versailles treaty. 


He cited instances of acute distress among the people to 


refute the French charge that Germany is able, but unwil- 
ling to pay. 


In the course of the interview he said he had'ffiust come 


from the largest mass meeting ever held in Essen in which 
citisess of all political creeds esceptin the communists, had 
protested against the French occupation. He read a copy of 
the resolution at this meeting. It was addressed to the Ger- 
man ambassador at Britain and United States and called at- 
tention to the alleged illegality of the French position. The 
resolution asked America and England to come to the moral 
aid of Germany. It further asserted that the French poli- 
cies spelled perpetuation of hatred between the two peoples 
asd raised a danger to world peace'.

CREEXBORO, N. C, Jan. 11.— 


Carl Talley^ outlaw, who was captured 
near South "Boston, Va., December 24, 
after having evaded police officials 
since May 4. 1921, will be arraigned 
in 
Guilford 
county Superior court 


sometime Frjday on a charge of mur- 
'dering Policeman W. Thomas McCuls- 
ton, of the local police force. 


AVhlle the grand jury yesterday re- 


turned a true 
bill against Talley 


charging him accessoiy to murder, 
former indictments returned by a Su- 
perior court grand jury charged him 
with murder. 
As a result the latter 


charge will hold preference over all 
others. 
Lewis Edwards, who is serv- 


ing a 10 years' sentence for the mur- 
der of tli e policeman, is expected to 
be brought here as a witness in the 
Talley case. 
It ,will mark the first 


time that these two have met since 
the tragedy of the local policeman. 


Talley is expected to be placed on 


trial sometime next week. 
Solicitor 


J F. Spruill stated yesterday that he 
would a»t a special day for the trial 
whj»n Talley was arraigned in court 
on Friday. With the announcement 
that Talley would be -tried on a mur- 
der charge iconsiderable interest has 
been aroused as to whether two men 
could be charged with the' murder 
of one man and especially when one 
man had been convicted of the shoot- 
ing 
However, jt was stated yester- 


day by attorneys, that this charge 
'agaanst Talley could be heard. 


/Policeman McCuiston was shot May 


4, 1921. and immediately after the 
rhooting Talley, Edwards and Robert- 
ton made a hasty retreat in their au- 
tomobile which was carrying liquor.

his jjvasion of the demands of the

disaffection between Constantine and 
the diplomats representing the guaran- 
tor powers reached a climax in a clash 
of his troops with those of the Entente 
when the latter occupied a part of 
Athens to enforce a demand for a sur. 
render of ten batteries, of Greek ar- 
tillery-to compensate for the surren- 
der of Greek guns to the Teutonic al- 
lies 


In the fighting- there were about 200 


casualties. 
The king surendered the 


batteries. 
Meanwhile because of the 


conduct of Constantine. Venizelos had 
established a provisional government 
at Saloniki and organized an army, de- 
clared war on some of the allies of the 
Central Powers and 
was 
constantly 


gaming- accessions from the former ad- 
herents of Constantine, -whose follow, 
ers steadily were leaving him. 
The 


Entente Powers laid an embargo on 
imports to Greece as a result of w hich 
the Greeks suffered sevA-e depriva- 
tions. 
This culminated in the "intol- 


erable condition" described by Premier 
Ribot and France sent one of her se-ft- 
ators, M Jonnart, to demand Constan- 
tme's abdication.
